British Columbia iu London. 

According to a recent official statement 
the Colouy of Britiim Columbia, with which 
Vancouver's Island was last year incorporat" 
ed, continues to oonh'rm tbo impression en- 
tertained by tbe earlier settlers as to its 
mineral richnosa. Although the whito popu> 
lution of the mainland wna only GO0O, and 
the native about 40,000, the yieiJ of gold 
wbh jEGOOiOOO tbo year before last, and is now 
belioved to be increasing. To obtain this 
return only 3000 miners wore engaged, and 
tho avsrugo earning wns therefore £200 per 
man u year, which far exceeds nny average 
ever reached either in California or 
Australia. Great hopes, it ia said, 
aro also entartainod of tho prospects 
ol silver mining in tbe Colony, some speci- 
mens from Iho Chorry Crook Mines having 
upon assay shown l,300oz per ton. Mean- 
while, great advances have been made in 
agriculture, especially as regards the growth 
of cereals and the manufacture of flour from 
home-grown wheat. Jo early days the Col- 
ony was described as a barren wilderness, tho 
only rusourco of which was tho gold hiddoo 
in its macceisiblo mountains, and it was only 
during tho year 1866 that its agricultural 
capabilities wero conclusively esiablish- 
ed. Tho facilities for travel afforded by 
tho completion of the wagon-roadB and other 
communications tended gradually to romovo 
the misconception. Settlers have taken up 
farms throughout Iho whole course of the 
roads, uud large traots of land bave been 
cvltivated and sown with wheat and other 
ceieals with most satisfactory results. Steam 
and water-power grist-mills, according to 
tho esigenoiee of particular districts, hove 
sprung into eristencQ ; and homo manufac-
